Last week’s issue contained an item 
concerning the attempt of a stranger 
to eash a check at the N. P. Bank in 
thia city, who fled leaving the check 
wbon questioned in regard to the 
matter. As the attempt was made 
only a short time before going to 
pres* last Friday, we were unable to 
learn how he procured the check. The 
following dispatch to the Globe from 
8 t- Cloud explains the matter: 
A letter containing the remittances 
of the Merchants' National bank, of 
this city, to ita St. Paul correspondent 
was mysteriously stolen last night. 
The envelope contained nine checks, 
amounting to $ 1,062.42, aud 
was

Last week’s issue contained an item 
concerning the attempt of a stranger 
to cash a check at the N. P. Bank in 
this city, who fled leaving the check 
when questioned im regard to the 
matter. 
As the attempt was made 
only a short time before going to 
press last Friday, we were unable to 
learn how he procured the check. The 
following dispatch to the Globe from 
St. Cloud explains the matter: 
A letter containing the remittances 
of the Merchants* National bank, of 
this city, to its St. Paul correspondent 
was mysteriously stolen laat night. 
The envelope contained nine checks, 
amounting 
to $1,062.42, aud 
was 
mailed at 6 o’clock last night by the 
cashier of the bank. 
Today a tele­ 
gram was received saying that a cer­ 
tain check, which was one of these in 
the envelope, had beeo presented for 
payment to a Brainerd bank. 
It was 
not cashed because it bore the stamp 
of the St. Cloud bank, making it pay­ 
able only to a national bank. 
All the 
checks are worthless to the robber.

Disinfection by Heat. 
In the journal of the American 
Medical association em phasis is given 
to the ready means of disinfecting 
excreta iii the sickroom or iis vie rn 
ity by the application of heat.

act expen mon t s show that the thor 
mal death point of the following 
pathogenic bacteria and of the kiutls 
of virus mentioned is below MO degs. 
F.—viz., spirillum of cholera, l»acil 
his of anthrax, bacillus of typhoid 
fever, bacillus of diphtheria, bacillus 
of glanders, diplocoecua of pneu 
monia, streptococcus of erysipelas, 
staphylococci of pus, vaccine virus, 
sheep pox virus, hydrophobia virus. 
Ten m inutes’ exposure to the tem 
perature mentioned may, it is found, 
be relied upon for the disinfection of 
material containing any of these 
pathogens organisms, excepting the 
anthrax bacillus when in the stage 
of s-pore formation. 
The use therefore, of boiling wa 
ter in the proporti rn o f th-ce or four 
parts to ' .ie part of the material to 
be disinfi led is recommended for 
such material, or, better still, a IO 
per cent, solution of sulphate of iron 
or of chloride o f zinc, at the boiling 
point, may lie used in the sam e way. 
three to cue. this, in fact, having a 
higher boiling point than water, aud 
serving at the same tim e as a de 
odorant.

brotherhood, 
is 
concerned no suspicion exists that he has 
anything now to do with plots or con­ 
spiracies, but it is intimated that some of 
the younger advocates of physical force 
have l**eu very busy of late. The anti- 
Paruellite* are throwing suspicion on 
Darnel lites, und the latter assert that no 
more reason exists for suspecting them 
than for charging the crime to their an­ 
tagonists. Stephens has denounced the 
authors of the explosions as enemies of 
Ireland. 
Kevans is twenty-six years of age. 
H e admits that he was in Dublin last 
week up to Sunday morning. The ar­ 
rest of Kevaus caused great excitement.

Care of C o w ’s T e a ts . 
The cows’ teats that crack and 
bleed should carefully b<i dried after 
milking and then every part of each 
crack touched with 9'olid nitrate of 
silver. The 
nitrate comes in the 
shape of pencils or sticks, which, be­ 
fore using, should be sharpened to a 
fine point, so that the deepest part of 
the cracks may be reached. After 
using the nitrate cover the cracks 
with a little benzonated oxide of zinc 
ointment, this to be carefully wiped 
off just before milking. If the nitrate 
of silver is not obtainable, a finely 
pointed crystal of sulphate of copper 
may be used. 


V en tila te th e S tab le. 
Ventilators in stables i\re often of 
much importance to the purity of tho 
air and tne health of the animals, and 
they may be provided with little ex­ 
pense. As the portion 
above tho 
building should be at the peak or 
center, and as the trunk or tubo 
should be at one side, and not in tho 
middle of the barn nor stable, where 
it would be in the way, it may be 
made to pass from the side up to the* 
peak, occupying but little space inv- 
mediatiately under the shingles.

Un 
that occasion if her feet had been se­ 
curely tied and the moorings commit- 
ed to my care, there would have been 
a dull bland in the manifestations. 
When the performer is deprived of the 
use of her hand her feet should be 
closely watched. 
When her feet are 
tied so as to give them no liberty, at­ 
tention of tbe witnesses should rivet­ 
ed upon the neck. 
“ I credit Miss Fay with very clever,

and

sleight-of-hand 
work, made possible because she is 
slight or bony. 
Mis« Debar, though 
no doubt an adept in her way. is by 
physical proportions debarred from 
this line of phenomenal business.

W hat M e an s Did L o v e r s U se ? 
Before the use of postage stam ps 
various sums were paid for the de­ 
livery of letters. The A m o u nt s were 
regulated by the distance, and were 
collected on the delivery of the let­ 
ter. 
In the early part of this century the 
postage on a single sheet of paper was 
8 cents, and over forty mi es the rate 
was increased; so that over 5(H) miles 
a single sheet was 25 cents. 
But af­ 
ter a time these rates were gradually 
reduced, 
until in 
18 15 
a letter 
weighing co t over half an ounce was 
5 cents under 300 miles and over that 
distance 10 cents. 
Sir Rowland Hill, who was at the 
head of the Postoffice Department of 
England at this time, introduced the 
use of the postage stamp, in 18 40 and 
also lessened the charge« for postage. 
In 18 47 the United States adopt« ! 
the use of the postage 
9 amp, thi 
lowest priced one being 5 cents. 
But railway and steam boats had 
now taken the place of the old-fash­ 
ioned mail coaches and post boys, 
and with the more rapid sending of 
the mails the cbeaj» er rates of post­ 
age, and the growing population of 
the country, gradual changes and im­ 
provements took place in the post of­ 
fice system

In speaking of th e ra p id strides 
made in the advancement of women, 
William M. balter, in his address be­ 
fore the Society for Ethical Culture, 
says: “But the richest result of move­ 
ments for the education and advance­ 
ment of women will be in the circle of 
the home. There is no knowledge of 
history or philosophy, no acquaint- 
an e with public affairs, no range of 
scientific study that may not come in­ 
to play in a mother’s education other 
children. We do not always realize 
that the 
advancement 
of woman 
means the advancement of man: Let 
us be large and liber al in spirit; let us 
say that henceforth man and woman 
shall rise together, thatgreatthoughts 
and great aims shall inspire them 
both, that together they shall work 
for the humanization of society, the 
civilization of the race.” 
Now this is a sentiment in which we 
entirely agree. The home circle is the 
one to be enriched by woman’s best 
thoughts and noblest ambitions; not 
directly she receives a college educa­ 
tion, to look about for fields of work 
far away from the surrounding of her 
y out Ii or thecircieof her acquaintance.

The Minneapolis Tribune of Tues­ 
day says: 
The Northern Mill company 
is 
pushing its operations in the north 
part of the state, and will make a 
large cut of lumber in the Gull river 
region than they had intended at the 
opening of the season. The company 
has also decided to carry the north­ 
ern extension of their railroad known 
as the Brainerd and Northern Min­ 
nesota on to Leech Lake as rapidly 
as possible. 
Their men in charge, 
Engineer Arms and W. E. Seelye, 
were in the city today, arranging for 
pushing the location at once and have 
the work ready for spring building. 
There has been something of a 
change of plan since the extension 
was projected. 
The first plan con­ 
templated going several miles to the 
westward in the course, swinging 
over toward Park Rapids and th# 
Crow Wing river. 
This would have 
reached Leech Lake in a round­ 
about-line. going as far perhaps, out 
of the direct line as to have struck T. 
B. Walker’s proposed town of Akely. 
This was for the purpose of running 
through a large body of timber be­ 
longing to the companies interested 
in the Brainerd A Northern. 
But in­ 
vestigation, chiefly by Mr. Seelye, has 
shown, as all who know the country 
knew, that the better line is to run 
direct to Leech lake, and to reach the 
timber by brauoh lines. 
To make 
this change will be to turn the North­ 
ern line from the other course, and 
from about the region of Hubert lake 
run in the most direot and feasible 
course to the southeast arm of Leech 
lake. 
This is substantially the line of 
the Great Northern as finally located 
in 1887, under the Brainerd A North­ 
western charter. 
Thus, as now de­ 
termined, there will be the spectacle 
of R. W. Jones’ company building a 
line on exactly the location of one of 
the Great Northern route, something 
that does not happen often in North­ 
western railroading
